T h e flames, fed by th e 
oil, shot alm ost 
to th e ceiling, and 
th e re w.«s a wild rush of th e 70# p er­ 
so n s in the s tr u c tu re to esca p e from 
th e b u rn in g building. 
S to re s of wo­ 
m en and ch ild ren w >re tram p led upon 
and several who esc a p ed being burned 
to d eath 
died

Fire Apparatus Disabled. 


T o add to th e te rrib le disaster, the 
fire a p p a ra tu s b ec am e disabled and 
th e s tru c tu re w as left en tirely to th e 
m ercy of th e flam es, 
it 
is alm ost 
certain not a v estig a of ih e bodies of 
th e u n fo rtu n a te s who w ere overcom e 
by th e sm oke and perished will evei 
lie found. 
A ssistan c e w as asked from Pottu- 
tow n, but before th e fire a p p a ra tu s 
from that city reach ed this place th e 
e n tire c e n te r of th e s tru c tu re was a 
ro arin g furnace. 
H ad th e wom en and children h ee d ­ 
ed th e w arn in g of th e cooler h eads 
in th e a u d ien c e ih e ho rrib le loss of 
life m ight 
h av e 
been avoided, 
but 
ih o re w as th e usual panic en d statu 
pedo th a t in v ariab ly follows such an 
accident. 
T h e flames sp read rapidly 
and co m m u n icated to o th e r p a rts of 
th e th e a te r. 
Men, w om en and chil­ 
d ren ru sh e d for tlie m any exits and 
ih e w ea k er sex and th e children w ere 
tra m plod and m aim ed in th e m ad rush 
to gain th e street. 
T h e l>Vnod-curling cries for help of 
th o se w ho w ere penned 
w ithin the 
w alls of th e blazing s tru c tu re could 
be h eard above th e roaring, seething 
flames. 
It seem ed as though nearly 
ih o e n tire au d ien ce m ade a m ad rush 
for th e exits th e m om ent ihe explo­ 
sion 
occurred. 
In th e m ad 
ru sh a 
seel ion of th e floor gave way, p re­ 
cip ita tin g scores 
of persons to the 
b asem e n t. 
As th e floor collapsed ihe 
sh rie k s of th e h elp less p erso n s who 
w ere carried 
down

blocks. 
It w as scarcely five m in u tes 
from th e tim e of th e explosion of ihe 
ta n k s of th e m oving p ictu re m a ch in e 
until tlie e n tire h e a rt of th e s tru c tu re 
seem ed ;t ro arin g furnace.

W ash in g to n , Jan . 14.— Vigorous d e­ 
fense of s ta te ’s rights in dealing w ith 
violations of civil rig h ts or w ith spe 
rial sta te elections w h ere tro o p s h av e 
been called into service, served to e n ­ 
liven th e d eb a te in th e h o u se of re p ­ 
re se n ta tiv e s in connection w ith th e 
con sid eratio n of Ihe Dill to codify th e 
penai law s of th e U nited S tate s. 
A 
n u m b e r of D em ocrats, m ostly from the 
S o u th ern sta te s, stren u o u sly 
sought 
by am e n d m e n t to re se rv e to th e s ta te s 
th em selv es discretio n as to tlie quali­ 
fication of v o te rs or of p erso n s to 
sei ve on Juries, and to limit tlie pow­ 
ers of federal ju d g es in c e rta in cases, 
but every a ttem p t failed.

The passing of the London Times, as 
much a family as a national lustitu 
tion. from tb»* control of A rthur F 
W alter to t b i t of < yrtl A rthur Rear 
Son, representing what Englishmen s«* 
rlously believe to l»e tin* “ A m ericas 
type" ot newspaper publl<ation, m arks 
an era In journalism , sa,\s the New 
York Timet. 
During a large part of Its 125 years 
of publication the Times has consist­ 
ently stood for British conservatism 
and. backing by dogmatic u tte r a m o 
Its serious view of everything, includ 
lug It-elf. 
fairly earne«l its title of 
“the T hunderer.” 
W ith the first rumor of its sale it 
wad generally believed that the pur­ 
chaser was Lord 
NortlnllfT«», for it 
had b«*cn understood that for a long 
time be bad b«*«*n anxious for the own 
•r»!iIp of the Times. R«*port has it that 
be ottered $5.(KXMR«) for the properly 
iu 1s;>7 and that Ids «»iter was scorn 
fully refused by the Waiter family. 
Th» Times was founded in 1785 by 
John Walter, a 
bookseller and pub 
lislier at ( baling Cross, but it was 
first known as the Dally Universal 
Register. The title ill 1788 became the 
Tim es and Dally Universal Register, 
and In a short time the double title 
became the Times. 
When John Wal 
ter. the founder, died 
iu 
1812. 
the 
Times was firmly established .as the 
leading newspaper of the day. 
The 
next ow ner was John A. Walter. 
He 
improved the paper greatly and intro- 
duced steam printing presses in 18H. 
For years and years the Time» con- 
tinued to grow in Importance and in- 
CPease In prosperity. 
Its enterprise as­ 
tonished the world,

"The cactus is n«*t as nutritious as tin* \ 
beet, but there is much more water iu \ 
it. By analysis some caetl produce 2, j* 
per cent of starch, while others pro- i 
tlu« e but the oue-tweutleth of 1 per ( 
cent, showing tin* difference in con­ 
stituents. My object is to combine this 
great productiveness with great nutri­ 
tion, aud when that is done my opinion 
is that the cactus will U* the most im­ 
portant plant that there is ou earth to­ 
day for arid regions. I have taken the 
wild 
Colorado 
cacti, 
planted 
them 
thickly iu ¡t small l»«*d aud given them 
no w ater; then 1 have planted four or 
five of my improved caetl in the same 
Lk*«1, aud tin* improved cacti starvetl 
the others almost to death.

same treatm ent they will grow three 
or four feet in height, l*e in perfect 
vigor and ofteu weigh five to seven 
pounds each, while the Colorado wild 
cacti are dryiug up for lack of mois­ 
ture.

The passing of the London Times, as 
much ti filmily as a national institu­ 
tion, from the control of Arthur F. 
Walter to that of Cyril Arthur Pear­ 
son. representing what Englishm en se 
riously 
believe to be the “American 
type" of newspaper publication, marks 
an era in journalism, says the New 
York Times. 
During a barge part of its 125 years 
of publication the Tim es has consist­ 
ently stood for British conservatism I 
aud, backing by dogmatic utterances , 
its serious view of everything, iud lid- j 
lug Itself, 
fit il ly earned its title of 
“the Thunderer.” 
With the first rumor of its sale it j 
w as generally believed that the pur­ 
chaser w as 
Lord 
Nortbeliffe, 
for it ! 
had been understood that for a long j 
time lie had been anxious for the own 
ership of the Times. Report has it that 
he offered $5,000,000 for the properly j 
iu 1807 and that his offer w as scorn­ 
fully refused by the Walter family. 
The Tim es was founded in 1785 by I 
.John 
Walter, a bookseller and pub­ 
lisher at Charing Cross, but it was i 
first known as tile 
Daily 
Universal 
Register. The title in 1788 became the 
Tim es and Daily Universal Register, 
aud in a short time the double title ; 
became the Times. 
When John W al­ 
ter. 
the 
founder, 
died 
in 
1812, 
the j 
Tim es w as firmly established as the : 
leading newspaper of the day. 
The 
next ow ner w as .Iolm A. Walter. 
Ile j 
Improved the paper greatly and intro­ 
duced steam printing presses lit 1814. | 
For years and years the Tim es con­ 
tinued to grow in importance and in- j 
crease in prosperity. 
Its enterprise as­ 
tonished the world. 
Its influence was 
potent w herever it chose to exercise it. 1 
its criticisms tremendously feared. 
An instance of its power w as given ; 
during tile Crimean war. 
when 
Dr. ; 
William 
H oward 
Russell, 
who 
had 
been sent to tile front, so sharply criti­ 
cised the m ismanagement of the Brit­ 
ish cam paign and w as s o stoutly hack­ 
ed tip by his paper that a great sensa­ 
tion w as caused throughout the coun­ 
try. 
In those days, when th.* paper 
was under the editorship of Colonel 
Delane, 
it w as said that the Times 
could m ake peace or war a t will. 
An exam ple of the Tim es’ success iii j 
procuring new s ahead of all iis com­ 
petitors w as exhibited in iis publica­ 
tion of Hie Berlin treaty in 1877. Houri 
Georges Stephen cie Blowitz w as the 
Paris correspondent of the Tim es and 
wats sent to Berlin specially to report I 
the 
Berlin 
congress, 
in 
which 
Bis­ 
marck, 
Disraeli. Lord Salisbury and 
M. Thiers took part. 
On his arrival at 
the Berlin capital M. Blow itz put up j 
ut the Hotel Ixaiserhof. on the Un ter 
den Linden, ii nil struck up ti friendship j 
with the secretary of M. Thiers. 
Ile 
m ade 
arrangements 
with 
him j 
that the secretary should drop a note , 
into ids hat e**ery day on leaving tile , 
congress, stilting what had been done. 
This w as cleverly managed by Blowitz 
taking the secretary’s hilt. who in re­ 
turn took B low itz’s.

“Parnellism and Crime.” which con- J 
tai lied letters in facsim ile purporting 
to have been written by Charles Par- j 
uell and seem ingly proving his com- j 
plicity in the crimes. 
On 
the 
night of their publication i 
they w ere denounced by 
Parnell as j 
forgeries in the house of com m ons and j 
eventually proved to have been the 
work of Richard Pigott, au Irish jour­ 
nalist, w ho fled to Spain, where he 
committed 
suicide. 
In 
the 
action 
brought against John Walter, proprie­ 
tor of the Times, Mr. Parnell w as vin­ 
dicated aud obtained $25,000 damages. 
In the lust few years the T im es has 
had to compete with tw o cent and one 
cent papers of excellent character. To 
retrieve its fortunes it took up with 
outside ventures, in a sort of partner­ 
ship with a keen American, Mr. Hoop­ 
er by name. 
One of its enterprises 
had to do with the sale of the En­ 
cyclopaedia Britannica. 
It recently re­ 
sorted to a book club schem e devised 
by Mr. Hooper. 
A t first it seem ed that 
it might add largely to its subscription 
list through this operation, but before 
long it becam e involved In a bitter war 
between the book club aud the London 
pubushel's, who felt that the sale of 
books at low prices by the book club 
njured their business.

At tile irrigation congress held iii 
Sacramento, Cal., recently Luther Bur­ 
bank, Hie horticultural expert of Cali­ 
fornia, gave ii til Ik on cacti, says the 
Florists’ Review. 
Am ong other things 
he said: 
“One-third of the earth’s surface is 
desert. 
Nearly the whole of Australia, 
except a narrow rim along the coast, 
has been found to be alm ost useless 
for any purpose except sheep raising. 
The 
cactus 
which 
w as 
introduced 
there aud also into South America was 
one of the poorest varieties and was 
taken 
there 
probably 
for 
ornament 
on account of its large and luxuriant 
thorns, and it has since taken posses­ 
sion of those countries. 
IL is destruc­ 
tive to sheep, often getting into their 
eyes, and when once introduced on the 
land it costs more than the value of 
the land to eradicate it. 
“Fifteen years ago I w as exam ining 
and studying forest plants for dry re­ 
gions to see w hat improvem ent could 
be made upon them, and it struck me 
that tile cactus, if tile thorns could be 
taken off, would be one of the best for 
desert culture. 
I 
found by raising 
them from seed that ninety-nine out of 
a hundred would be thorny, but once 
in aw hile one would lie found that had 
few or no thorns. 
I carefully saved 
the seeds from these, aud after grow­ 
ing thousands and thousands of seed­ 
lings I filially produced one that was 
absol utely t hornless. 
“Now. as I wished to get a cactus 
that would produce a great am ount of 
nourishment, of course my first object 
was to get it thornless and next to get 
a 
variety 
that 
would 
produce 
the 
greatest quantity or forage per acre. 
I hat inis been well accomplished. 
I 
have a cactus that, set out in rows 3 
by ti feet, produces 200 tons of food 
per acre. T w enty tons per acre from 
beets, carrots, turnips or cabbages is 
considered a good crop. 
Some of the 
older cacti will produce as much as a 
hundred tons. 
“The cactus is not as nutritious as the 
beet, but there is much more water in 
it. By analysis some cacti produce 2% 
per cent of starch, while others pro­ 
duce but the one-twentieth of I per 
cent, show ing the difference in con­ 
stituents. My object is to combine this 
great productiveness with great nutri­ 
tion, aud when that is done my opinion 
is that the cactus will be the most im­ 
portant plant that there is on earth to­ 
day for arid regions. I have taken the 
wild 
Colorado ^eactl, 
planted 
them 
thickly in ii small bcd aud given them 
no water; then I have planted four or 
five of my improved cacti in the sam e 
bed, and the improved cacti starved 
the others almost to death. 
With the 
sam e treatm ent they will groxv three 
or four feet in height, be in perfect 
vigor and often weigh five to seven 
pounds each, while the Colorado wild 
cacti are drying up for lack of mois­ 
ture. The ability of the improved cacti 
to root deeper from their greater indi­ 
vidual growth gives them the oppor­ 
tunity to strike deeper and take the 
moisture up, while the common wild 
cacti cannot reach it and hence starve 
to death. 
“Every animal that eats vegetation 
of any kind is very fond of the cactus. 
and for that reason it has thorns. Oth­ 
erw ise it would have been either out 
of existence or it would have taken 
som e other 
means to protect itself. 
Cows relish cactus aud when used to 
it prefer it to any other kind of fod­ 
der. It produces good milk and is used 
in the H aw aiian Islands and northern 
Africa for that purpose extensively. 
If people only knew w hat cactus is 
iind knew the benefits to be derived 
by 
planting the 
improved 
sorts, 
it 
would soon prove to be the greatest 
thing ever known for reclaiming ariel 
soil naturally.”
